In all this subject of protecting otn 


trade to the south, we must rcmcmbci 
that there arc two kinds of business 
men doing business in South America. 
There are Ambrica business men and 
corporations who manufacture goods, 
in the United Stales and sell them in 
South America. Then there are the 
American corporations which produce 
goods in South America and sell them 
in the United Stales. 


Last Group Comes First 


It is this last group we have to be 


mosl particular about. There is cer- 
tainly nothing wrong in Americans in- 
vesting money 
in South American 


mines and factories. 
But there are 


to very distinctly different economic 
results in the case of these investments 
and those of our home producers who 
sell to South America. 


First, while Americans own those 


South American industries, they are 
operated in South American countries, 
worked by native labor and are more 
important to South America than lo 
us. 


Second, in many eases the corpora- 


tions which operate these enterprises 
hold them as concessions exploiting 
the natural resources of those coun- 
tries. This, too, is quite all right. But 
in so muny cases these resources have 
been 
obtained 
in 
the 
first 
place 


through many sorts of very bad prac- 
tices which have left a very bad odor 
among the people there. 


These induslies have done no small 


amount of harm in breeding a dis- 
like for the great giant at the north 
which is pictured by the southern pop- 
ulation as being symbolized by the few 
Americans who have exploited them. 


(jovcnmenl can Aid In Sales 


What America needs now is trade 


between our producers and the pro- 
ducers of South America. We need to 
.sell the output of our factories there. 
Selling tills output is a job for the 
American producers, their sales forces 
and our financiers. In that sales ef- 
fort our government should give every 
reasonable aid which will not produce 
irritation among those neighbors. One 
such aid is to finance export and im- 
port transactions betecn the two coun- 
tries. That will win far more for us 
than battleships. 


But in doing that we must disting- 


uish between the manufacturers and 
producers who will thus make trade 
for us and those large American cor- 
porations which enjoy monoplies in 
E3Guih,:>'AiT.t.4Cv.uAV..<iUiitrics and con- 
tribute very little to trade between 
nations-on both sides of the equator— 
contribute more, in fact, to the ir- 
ritations between those nalions.

Supremo Court ruled Monday that 
counties are prohibited from issuing 
warrants against gasoline tax turn- 
back funds in excess of annual rev- 
enues to such accounts. 


The opinion asserted it was the in- 


tent of the legislature in passing Act 
193 of 1937 that the turnback be treat- 
ed as a county fund, to be controlled 
by 
Consteitutional Amendment 10, 


which requires that counties live with- 
in their yearly revenues. 


Chief Justice Griffin Smith wrote 


the dicision, which reversed Perry 
circuit court's holding that a county 
could purchase a tractor from thc J. 
A. Riggs Tractor company and pay 
for it in quarterly installments out 
of prospective turnback revenues ex- 
tending through 1940.

icas m jail were told that consider- 
able sums taken from the ?86,000.000 
McKesson & Robbins firm were paid 
out by the Musicas in blackmail to 
persons who knew and threatened to 
expose their criminal pasts. One said 
a lot of the missing money could be' 
accounted for in such blackmail.

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Navaho Economics Much Like Our Own 


It seems that the Navaho Indians are Koifig broke because of their riches. 


And somehow this topsy-turvy world of ours ought to be able to draw a 
useful little moral or two out of this odd situation. 


Among the Navahos, ownership of a horse is the one infallible sign of wealth 


and social position. "IVie horse needn't amount to much, as a beast of burden, 
he can be mangy, spavined, sway-backed and generally run down, but if he's 
just nn indisputable unmistakabl» horse ho fills the bill. 


So the Navaho who has made his mark on the reservation range land must 


acquire and maintain a herd of horses. He may not care to ride on thorn, or 
hitch them to wagons; oo long as he owns them he is happy. And the young 
buck who goes acourting finds his path much .smoother if he can present 
his sweetheart's parents with a string of 10 or a dozen ponies. 


Because of all this, the Navaho ranges are supporting at lenst -lO.OOU-more 


horses than the tribe actually needs. Furthermore, tho.ve horses are eating 
grass and other forage which might well be supporting vast flocks of sheep- 
possession of which -would actually enrich the Indians in the sense that 
it would mean more food, moro cash money and better living quarters. 


Indian Cornissioner John Collier hopes to persuade the Navahos to reduce 


the nuber of their horses and increase the s ize of their sheep flocks. But 
until.he can persuade them that "a worthless horse is not an asset, but rather 
a liability" h ins likely to make scant headway. 


ftj&easy enough for the white world to look down with amused contempt 


on inured man who is so ignorant -that he doesn't know real wealth when 
he sees it. Yet-perhaps the same sort of confusion under some other guise 
is commoner than we generally realize.

Records of cases tell how the 'deaths

Three deaths uccured a- 


mong tramps living in a shanty who 
used charcoc.1 in a bucket for heating 
purposes. One man was found dead 
on the floor of the bathroom where 
he had fallen after being poisoned 
with carbon monoxide gas from n 
faulty bathroom heater. 


A considerable number of people 


commit suicide by inhaling carbon 
monoxide gas, but by far the largest 
number of deaths are due to closing 
the doors of the garage because of cold, 
keeping the motor running and craw- 
ling under the car to work on it, with- 
out realizing the danger of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 


Carbon monoxide is n colorless 


odorless and tastless gas. As has al- 
ready been pointed put, the gas is 
developed in the exhaust from -motor 
cars, but it also is found in illuminat- 
ing gas. It is 'particular meance in 
the iron and steel industry where there 
may be leaky flast furnaces in the 
pottery ware industry where gas is 
developed in the kiln, in mines whore 
the gas may destroy life after and 
explosion or indeed before an explos- 
ion, and in the coke industry.

for Californians 


State Medical Association 


Approves Plan Costing 


$2.50 a Month 


LOS ANGELES, Calif.-(XP.i—By an 


overwhelming standing vote Sunday 
the California Medical association ap- 
proved a plan of socialized medicine 
to cost residents of the state about $2.50 
a month. 


Approval was granted at a special 


session of the Medical Assocaition's 
House of Delegates, representing 7.0CK 
California physicians. The vote auth- 
orizes immediate formation of a sub- 
sidiary corporation to put the planlnto 
operation. 


"I believe this is a distinct step for- 


ward in giving the people of California 
i chance to pay for health service at a 
nominal cost," said Dr. Charles Dukes 
of Oakland, president-elect of the or- 
ganization. "The plan will guarantee 
the highest type of medical service and 
will not interfere with private prac- 
tice." 


Patients will select their own doctors 


and hospitals. Payments will be Made 
on a weekly, monthly or semi-monthly 
basis, Dr. Dukes said. Physicians will 
be paid on a unit basis, the payments 
graded from single units for minor ser- 
vices to 25 or more units for major 
operations.
